Frankly,  I  was  afraid  the  attendance 
would  be  low.  However,  the  auditorium 
was  packed  and  Dr.  Criswell  was  at  his 
best  The  Holy  Spirit  was  there  and  we 
all  sensed  His  presence  and  power. 
Prayer  prevailed  as  thousands  kneeled. 
When  the  preacher  pled  for  souls  we 
witnessed  a  remarkable  demonstration  ^ 
as  scores  of  people  yielded  in  simple 
trust. 

What  was  the  effect  It  had  on  me? 
First,  I  resolved  to  be  a  better  preach¬ 
er.  My  soul  was  stirred.  I  felt  a  sense 
of  holy  discontent  concerning  my  preach¬ 
ing  There  was  the  pastor  of  the  largest 
and  one  of  the  most  influential  churches 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
preaching  with  the  zeal  and  fervor  of 
an  old  time  evangelist.  He  was  preach¬ 
ing  for  the  souls  of  men,  and  God  re¬ 
warded  him  with  a  great  harvest.  I 
believe  that  closing  service  caused  hun¬ 
dreds  of  preachers  to  turn  their  faces 
toward  home  with  a  prayer  for  fervor, 
for  zeal,  for  compassion  and  deep  reso¬ 
lutions  to  become  more  effective  soul 
winners.

REPORT  BAPTISTS  CARRY 
OH  IN  SOVIET  RUSSIA 

A  Belgian  evangelist,  M.  G.  ParftUt,  on 
his  way  through  Geneva,  Switserland, 
gave  his  impressions  of  a  journey  he 
recently  made  in  Russia. 

“One  Sunday,  at  10:30,  I  went  to  the 
former  Lutheran  church  now  used  as  a 
Place  of  worship  by  our  Baptist  brethren, 
which  holds  two  thousand  people.  At 
*!*  o’clock  I  went  there  again  for  the 
*ocond  service;  the  church  was  crowded 
out.  People  arrived  carrying  seats,  they 
invaded  the  corridors,  the  aisle  and  the 
P°rch.  This  congregation  was  a  very 
attentive  one;  during  the  prayers  some 
of  them  knelt  on  the  group.  At  the  far 
end  of  the  hall  there  was  a  platform 
stretching  r'f?ht  across,  on  which  were 
foe  pastors  and  church  council.  Behind 
there  was  a  big  stained-glass  window 
*'th  the  text,  'God  is  Love.’  There  was 
P°  lack  of  young  people  among  the 
congregation.  .  .

signed  in  Peking  by  Premier  Chou  En- 
lai.  The  decree  was  embodied  in  a  set 
of  regulations  obviously  aimed  at  wiping 
out  American  mission  influence  .  and 
making  the  Chinese  church  entirely  in¬ 
dependent. 

Signalizing  the  official  promulgation  of 
a  policy  already  in  actual  force  for  a  long 
time,  the  decree  made  no  mention  of  any 
but  missions  conducted  by  American. 


Churches  Refused 
Radio  Frequencies 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  —(RNS)—  The 
Federal  Communications  Commission 
has  denied  a  petition  that  churches  and 
other  non-profit  organizations  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  operate  low  power  frequency 
modulation  radio  stations. 

In  a  4-2  decision  the  government 
agency  turned  down  an  application  by 
the  radio  commission  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  the  executive 
board  of  the  Baptist  General  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Texas  for  a  change  in  FCC  rules 
to  make  possible  the  granting  of  such

German  Communists  Admit 
Failure  To  Win  Church  Support 


BERLIN — (RNS) — Efforts,  to  bring  the 
Soviet  Zone  churches  and  clergy  into 
line  with  the  East  German  government 
have  failed,  according  to  Communist 
record  which  have  come  into  possession 
of  West  Berlin  authorities. 

The  documents  comprise  intelligence 
reports  compiled  by  agents  of  the  Com- 
rpunist  information  ministry.  One  docu¬ 
ment  classified  all  clergymen  in  Sax¬ 
ony  Anhalt,  one  of  the  five  Soviet  Zone 
states,  according  to  their  political  at¬ 
titude. 

Of  the  1,458  pastors  and  church  of¬ 
ficials  of  Saxony-Anhalt,  only  13  were 
indexed  as  “active  and  reliable”  on  the 
Communist  roster.  Forty  were  cata¬ 
logued  as  “progressive-minded,”  while 
347  were  described  as  having  a  “waver- 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  — (BP)—  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  receipts  have  passed  the 
$4,500,000  mark,  thus  enabling  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  to  distribute  to  Conven¬ 
tion  agencies  the  total  current  operat¬ 
ing  budgets  for  the  year,  according  to 
Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Committee. 

Another  $2,500,000  will  be  distributed 
to  the  agencies  for  capital  needs  in  1951 
as  instructed  by  the  Convention,  Dr. 
McCall  said.  When  receipts  reach  the 
$7,000,000  mark,  all  other  Cooperative 
Program  funds  will  be  allocated  to  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the  Advance 
Program  as  instructed  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Dr.  McCall  pointed  out  that  a  con¬ 
siderable  -increase  in  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  contributions  this  year  made  pos¬ 
sible  the  distribution  of  the  full  operating 
budget  funds  at  such  an  early  date  de¬ 
spite  a  half  million  dollar  increase  in  the 
1951  operating  budget  as  compared  to 
1950.

83  missionaries  working  toward  a  staff 
of  100.  Mrs.  Cauthen  and  their  two  chil¬ 
dren  are  already  in  Tokyo. 

Southern  Baptists  now  have  In  com¬ 
munist  China  only  two  missionaries. 
They  are  awaiting  exit  permits.  There 
are  seven  missionaries  in  Hong  Kong, 
four  in  Macao,  11  in  Formosa,  seven  in 
Siam,  13  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and 
one  each  In  Malaya  and  Korea.  All  of 
these  fields  will  be  strengthened  by  the 
reassignment  e#  the  China  missionary 
force*. 


“Although  we  are  unable  to  send 
funds  to  China  and  will  soon  have  no 
missionaries  in  communist  territory,  U 
must  not  be  assumed  that  Baptist  work 
has  ended  there,”  Dr.  Cauthen  says. 
“Churches  are  heroically  carrying  an 
their  work  although  the  difficulties  are 
increasing  daily.  Chinese  Christians  are 
demonstrating  a  great  spirit  of  loyalty 
to  Christ  and  many  of  them  hare  suf¬ 
fered  because  of  their  Christian  coovic-

PHOENIX,  Ari*.— (RNS)— Troubles  of 
constructing  a  church  in  Africa  as  told 
here  by  Herman  Christian,  home  from 
15  months'  work  in  Southern  Rhodesit, 
include  homemade  materials,  unskilled 
labor— and  a  witch  doctor  who  threat¬ 
ened  to  cause  a  labor  crisis. 

Mr.  Christian  undertook  the  construc¬ 
tion  job  at  the  request  of  his  son,  Jim, 
secretary  to  Bishop  Newell  S.  Booth, 
who  is  in  charge  of  Methodist  churches 
in  Africa. 

Mr.  Christian  sold  his  construction 
company  here,  packed  a  few  hand  tools, 
and  headed  for  Africa.  His  wife  went 
with  him. 

There  he  found  only  two  of  the  50 
native  laborers  ever  had  done  any  con¬ 
struction  work  More  than  400,000  brick* 
had  to  be  made  with  sand  and  clay  and 
baked  for  a  week  in  coal.  Equipment 
was  scarce.  Lumber  and  steel  had  to 
be  carted  200  miles  to  the  church  site. 

The  witch  doctor  trouble  arose  when 
the  medicine  man  demanded  work — and 
other  laborers  threatened  to  walk  off 
the  job.  They  claimed  that  all  industrial 
accidents  stemmed  from  witch  doctors. 

The  church  was  finally  completed  and 
as  a  capping  climax,  their  son  was  mar¬ 
ried  there.  It  1*  known  as  the  Ehnes 
Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  honor  of 
an  early  missionary  in  Southern  Rho¬ 
desia

Re¬ 
generate  conversion  in  his  work, 
purity  his  endowment,  perfection 
his  goal. 

Once  the  condition  of  Israel 
was  so  hopeless,  paralysed,  ruin¬ 
ously  undone  in  morality  and 
faith  in  God.  With  malevolent 
maladies — deep  loathsome,  hor- 

rihle — the  nation  was  smitten.  Des¬ 
olation  incarnate,  despair  in  a 
shroud,  death  uncoffined  was  a 
stark  reality.  But  amid  the  con¬ 
fusion.  order  came.  Under  a 
prophet’s  preaching,  “bones  came 
together,  bone  to  his  bone 
sinews  and  flesh  came  upon  the 
bones — and  skin  covered  the  flesh. 
But  there  was  no  breath  in  the 
bodies  and  the  bone  yard  was  a 
morgue.  But  as  the  preacher 
prophesied  as  (iod  commanded, 
the  Breath  came  into  those  dead 
bodies,  and  they  lived,  and  stood 
upon  their  feet — an  exceeding 
great  army  (Ezekiel  37:?F10). 

This  breath — in  undertones, 
overloues,  iHtertone  s — n»  u  s  t 
breathe  through  our  preaching, 
teaching,  singing,  counseling.  So 
breathing.  He  will  bring  life  to 
the  dead — saving  ns  from  our 
muddled  democracy,  our  debauch¬ 
ed  humanism — saving  us  from  su¬ 
perficial  mental  illumination  that 
lacks  the  power  of  spiritual  fervor 


soaae  of  the  same.  Crooked  actions 
and  crooked  people  do  not  bring 

forth  fair  and  honest  people. 


and  the  urge  of  sacrificial  passion, 
no  less  dry  because  bleached  with 
verbal  brilliance.  When  that  same 
Breathe  of  (iod  comes  into  our 
hearts  and  upon  our  lives,  we  shall 
be  giants  wherever  we  have  been 
pigmies,  be  clear  speakers  with 
tongues  on  fire  where  we  have 
been  stammerers,  be  God’s  men 
where  we  have  been  only  a  frac¬ 
tion  of  what  we  might  have  been, 
be  spiritual  athletes  where  we  have 
been  chilly  and  unresponsive 
corpses. 

Our  experience  will  be  like  tliat 
disciple  band  when  the  Breath 
came  upon  them.  Tliat  band  was 
envious,  jealous,  weakened  by 
timidity  and  fear.  But  the  Bfeath 
changed  that  group  into  a  spiritual 
army  that  carried  the  Gospel  to 
the  uttermost  frontiers  of  heath¬ 
endom,  quenched  the  altar  fires 
of  Diana,  crushed  the  temples  of 
Greece,  and  lit  a  lamp  in  Caesar’s 
palace. 

Fleshly  travail  avails  nothing. 
Spirit  travail  accomplishes  the  im¬ 
possible.  Still  ’tis  true  that  we  shall 
have  power  through  the  Holy 
Spirit,  who  even  as  He  inaugurat¬ 
ed  world  transformation  at  Fenta- 
cost,  effectualizes  the  redeeming 
work  of  Jesus  Christ  in  the  in¬ 
dividual  life  and  gives  victories 
not  realizable  by  any  work  of  man. 

To  give  the  world  Christ  is  our 
certain  precipitate.  Before  every 
rising  threat,  out  of  every  tangled 
relatioudiip  and  as  solutional  for 
every  bitter  strife  and  hatred, 
stands  the  sublime,  commanding 
figures  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  stand 
absolutely  before  Uie  alternative 
_ Christ  or  catastroplie.

per. 

What  kind  of  meeting  did  we 
have  at  San  Francisco?  A  calm 
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Convention  free  of  controversy. 
Yet  it  was  a  convention  whose 
messengers  voiced  their  convic¬ 
tions  for  all  the  world  to  hear. 

It  was  a  convention  studded  with 
great  moments,  inspiring  sermons 
and  elearcut  addresses  on  matters 
ol  moment. 

What  did  it  mean?  Well,  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  the  Bay  area  said,  “Never 
has  ther*  been  such  a  spiritual  iin-  * 
pact  upon  San  Francisco  as  has 
occurred  in  the  last  four  days." 

Its  effect  upon  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  as  a  whole  will  probably  be 
a  revaluation  upward  of  their  op¬ 
portunity  in  the  West. 

The  Convention  attendance  far 
surpassed  the  expectation  of  the 
average  niesseuger.  Eveu  Saturday 
morning  witnessed  the  floor  of  the 
great  auditorium  filled.  Nor  were 
these  local  people. 

Pacific  Coast  Baptists  impressed 
their  brethren  from  the  east.  The 
Convention  met  where  a  new  Bap¬ 
tist  church  k  constituted  every 
five  days — that’s  the  average  at 
which  a  new  Southern  Baptist 
church  makes  it  appearance  on  the 
West  Coast — one  in  five  days! 
Baptist  growth  in  this  area  has  ex¬ 
ceeded  that  in  any  other  for  the 
past  several  years.  The  Conven¬ 
tion’s  meeting  in  San  Francisco 
will  give  added  momentum  to 
Southern  Baptist  progress  ou  the 
Pacific  ('.oast. 

It  was  a  Convention  tuned  to 
the  ear  of  youth  and  giving  voice 
to  youth.  The  youth  night  rally 
Saturday  was  jam  packed  with  a 
vast  crowd  exceeding  all  others. 

It  was  definitely  a  Convent  ion 
focussing  attention  on  the  home. 
The  Christian  home  service  ou  tlie 
•  Convention’s  last  afternoon  was 
filled  with  families— hundreds  of 
entire  families  being  present. 

It  was  a  Convention  feeling  it¬ 
self  more  fully  assured  on  evangel-, 
ism  and  missions.  The  great  simul¬ 
taneous  revival  campaign  will  be¬ 
come  a  continuous  emphasis.  The 
Advance  Program  in  missions  is 
a  reality. 

Sunday  night  was  a  Convention 
on  its  knees.  At  the  call  of  earnest 
Pastor  W.  A.  Criswell  of  First 
Church,  Dallas,  Texas,  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  messengers  got  down  on 
their  knees  and  prayed  tliat  the 
lost  in  their  midst  would  say  “I 
will,”  to  God  and  111  did  just  tliat 
in  this  climaxing  hour  of  the  (.on- 
vent  ion.

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rently  they  have  been  called  “perverse, 
unbrotherly,  and  dangerous.*'  But  the 
most  severe  critic  will  admit  that  the 
South  has  made  rapid  strides  during  the 
past  60  years-^and  this  applies  in  the 
realm  of  Christian  attitudes  and  con¬ 
duct,  as  well  as  in  the  realm  of  the 
industry  and  agriculture. 

We  believe  that  Southern  Baptists  have 
been  conscious  of  the  times  in  which 
they  lived.  To  be  sure,  we  must  plead 
guilty  to  the  charge  that  we  have  not 
always  made  our  practices  equal  our 
professions.  Unfortunately,  worshiping 
at  the  altar  of  the  ecumenical  movement 
does  not  removf  all  signs  of  hypocricy, 
either. 

Southern  Baptists  have  changed  some 
of  their  methods  during  these  60  years, 
but  what  are  the  underlying  principles 
which  have  been"  followed? 

Beyond  the  acceptance  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  as  the  sole  and  sufficient  rule  for 
faith  and  order,  and  the  unashamed 
belief  in  the  miracles  which  brings  a 
dynamic  to  conviction,  perhaps  the  most 
persistent  principle  has  been  the  con¬ 
tinued  emphasis  on  the  infinite  possi¬ 
bilities  to  be  found  in  the  individual  per¬ 
sonality  who  has  acknowledged  Jesus  as 
Lord  and  Saviour.  , 

The  Sunday  School  movement,  with 
its  emphasis  on  individual  Bible  study, 
individual  census  card,  individual  classes 
and  departments,  and  individual 
churches,  is  an  example  of  this  princi¬ 
ple.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  Training 
Union,  seeking  to  train  the  individual 
church  member,  is  another  example. 
This  principle  has  also  held  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union  apd  the  Brotherhood. 

The  publication  program  of  Southern 
Baptists  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  individual.  With  more  than  40,- 
000,000  publications  issued  by  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board  going  to  individuals 
each  year,  and  nearly  1,000,000  copies 
of  the  various  state  Baptist  papers  go¬ 
ing  into  individual  Baptist  homes  each 
week,  you  know  there  is  going  to  be  a 
change  of  attitudes.  And  one  cannot  read 
these  publications  week  after  week  with¬ 
out  knowing  that  the  resultant  attitudes 
and  actions  would  be  more  consistent 
with  the  teachings  of  Jesus. 

The  Every  Member  Canvass,  with  its 
emphasis  on  individual  stewardship  re¬ 
sponsibility,  has  been  the  foundation 
stone  upon  which  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  of  mission  advance  has  been  built. 

Certainly,  this  principle  of  the  value 
of  each  individual  life  has  been  the  spark 
behind  the  constant  and  expanding  pro¬ 
gram  of  evangelism.  It  has  been  re¬ 
flected  in  the  persistent  appeal  for  “a 
free  church  in  a  free  state."  It  was  the 
concept  behind  the  launching  of  the  75 
million  campaign  and  the  present  ad¬ 
vance  by  all  Southern  Baptist  Boards 
and  Agencies. 

As  we  take  stock  at  the  end  of  these 
60  years,  we  can,  without  pride,  thank 
God  for  the  accomplishments  which 
have  been  made  in  His  name.  We  must 
ask  His  forgiveness  for  the  many  times 
we  have  failed  or  have  substituted  the 
good  for  the  best.  We  must  pledge  our 
best  to  each  other  and  to  Him  to  meet 
the  days  of  crisis  ahead.

tions. 

‘‘There  has  never  been  in  the  history 
of  China  such  suffering  as  the  people 
are  facing  right  now.  1  think  the  great¬ 
est  parallel  is  that  of  the  grim  days  of 
the  French  Revolution.  But  the  suffer¬ 
ing  in  China  so  exceeds  that  of  the 
French  Revolution  that  there  is  little 
comparison.  China  is  writing  a  record 
in  blood  unexcelled  in  the  history  of 
nations.” 

Dr.  Cauthen  said  the  people  of  China 
did  not  accept  communism— it  came 
upon  them.  The  attitudes  of  the  people 
of  China,  he  said,  are  not  with  the 
communist  movement.  Power  is  exer¬ 
cised  by  a  small,  but  closely  knit,  min¬ 
ority*-  Because  of  this  power,  450,000* 
000  people  answer  the  beck  and  call  tt 
communist  leaders. 

“Business  men  give  up  in  hopeless 
despair.  The  scholar  can  no  longer  be 
an  explorer  of  truth.  He  is  reduced  to 
the  role  of  a  parrot.  The  people  of  China 
do  not  even  have  the  freedom  of  silence. 
A  reactionary  is  one  who  is  not  en¬ 
thusiastically  supporting  the  communist 
regime.”

rutted  roads.  The  100,000  miles  of  sur¬ 
faced  roads  in  1891  had  stretched  to 
more  than  1,500.000  miles  in  1950.  Super¬ 
markets  have  replaced  the  cracker  bar¬ 
rel.  Agricultural  methods  have  changed. 

The  average  monthly  rate  of  pay  for 
farm  labor  in  1891  was  $19.64.  It  was 
$121  in  1949.  Cotton  production  doubled 
in  the  U.  S.  between  1891  and  1950,  and 
the  farmer  received  five  or  six  times  as 
much  for  bis  crop  as  he  did  in  1891. 

The  Bible  Belt 

Two  major  wars  and  continued  world 
tension  have  created  an  economic  and 
political  condition  which  has  made  pos¬ 
sible  the  hand  of  government  in  many 
areas  of  human  affairs.  As  a  result,  the 
per  capita  national  debt  has  climbed 
from  $15.63  in  1891  to  $1,700  in  1950.  Gov¬ 
ernment  expenditures  have  climbed  from 
less  than  $400  million  in  1891  to  more 
than  $40  billion  in  1950.  Oak  Ridge  and 
the  Gulf  Coast  are  symbols  of  the  move¬ 
ment  of  industry  closer  to  supplies  of 
labor  and  materials — and  expanding 
markets  in  the  South. 

These  factors  are  but  examples  of  the 
complex  forces  which  have  touched  the 
territory  where  Southern  Baptists  have 
worked  since  1891.  And,  of  course,  the 
migration  resulting  from  these  forces 
bss  been  the  prime  factor  in  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  territory  as  the  popula¬ 
tion  wave  has  moved  westward. 

During  this  period,  the  South  has  won 
the  title  of  “The  Bible  Belt.”  Southern 
Baptists  have  been  designated  as  “Pro- 
testanism’s  Problem  Child,”  and  cur- 


features  of  the  recent  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  San  Francisco,  it  was  na¬ 
tural  for  one  to  review  the  changes  which 
have  taken  place  since  that  warm  May 
convention  session  in  Birmingham,  Ala¬ 
bama,  1891. 

Let’s  look  in  for  a  moment  at  that 
1891  Convention: 

J.  L.  Carroll,  North  Carolina,  heard 
the  report  that  898  messengers  had  reg¬ 
istered  and  observed,  “Our  Convention 
is  becoming  very  large  and  unwieldy 
in  its  proportions  and  difficult  of  en¬ 
tertainment." 

The  three  year-old  Woman’s  Mission¬ 
ary  Union  proudly  reported  $23,761  given 
for  foreign  missions,  and  $15,229  for 
home  missions. 

The  first  automobiles  were  squeaking 
down  the  dusty,  rutted  roads  in  1891. 
Thomas  Edison  was  perfecting  his  elec¬ 
tric  light,  and  producing  the  first  mo¬ 
tion  picture  on  film.  Ottmer  Mergen- 
thaler  had  just  presented  his  first  Lino¬ 
type  machine  in  1885.  Marconi  was  soon 
to  announce  his  wireless  telegraph.  The 
world  was  at  comparative  peace,  but 
European  diplomats  were  engaged  in 
plots  and  counter-plots  to  prepare  the

The  National  Security  Training  Com¬ 
mission  recently  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate  is 
about  to  open  hearings  looking  toward 
the  adoption  of  \  program  for  military 
training.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  law 
as  passed  by  Congress  and  signed  by 
the  President,  they  are  required  to  re¬ 
port  back  to  Congress  with  such  a  sug¬ 
gested  program  not  later  than  four 
months  following  their  confirmation, 
which  took  place  on  June  29.  This  would 
call  for  a  report  by  the  last  of  October, 
but  as  the  Commission  is  suggesting 
the  idea  of  closing  the  hearings— which 
are  executive— by  the  last  of  August, 
it  is  entirely  possible  that  the  report 
might  come  to  Congress  for  action  some 
time  in  September. 

Among  the  instruction  to  the  com¬ 
mission  that  their  recommendations  shall 
include  “measures  for  the  ‘personal 
safety,  health,  welfare  and  morals  of 
members  of  the  National  Security  Train- - 
ing  Corpd."  In  1947  the  President  s  Ad¬ 
visory  Commission  on  Universal  Train¬ 
ing  recommended  “limitation  of  the  op¬ 
portunities  for  the  purchase  of  trainees 
of  any  alcoholic  beverages,  including 
beer,  through  (a)  prohibiting  the  sale 
thereof  to  them  on  any  military,  naval, 
or  other  camp  reservation,  or  in  any

authority  of  these  two  overlap  or  coin-' 
cide  if  you'd  rather.  In  these  cases  a 
Christian  may  cheerfully  obey  the  man¬ 
dates  of  his  state  while  obeying  the  will 
d  his  God,  because  the  two  authorities 
make  the  same  demand.  God  says  Thou 
thalt  not  steal."  and  the  state  in  other 
words  says  the  same  thing.  God  says, 
•Thou  shalt  commit  no  murder,”  and 
the  state  says  the  same  thing.  The 
cases  in  which  this  coincidence  or  har¬ 
mony  between  the  requirements  of  God 
•so  the  requirements  of  the  state  are 
very  numerous,  and  the  more  numerous 
they  are  the  better.  , 

But  there  are  cases  where  require¬ 
ments  of  the  two  authorities  seem  to 
look  each  other  in  the  face  in  frowning 
disagreement.  In  many  lands  among 
millions  of  people  this  is  the  unhappy 
situation  today.  When  this  is  the  case, 
what  Is  the  Christian  to  do?  Where  lies 
bis  supreme  allegiance?  Just  how  far 
does  the  authority  of  the  state  rightly 
reach?  These  questions  are  of  tremend¬ 
ous  importance  and  are  fully  relevant 
to  our  times.  In  a  matter  of  such  com¬ 
mon  importance  we  may  reasonably  ex¬ 
pect  the  Bible  to  have  somewhat  to 
aay,  and  we  find  that  It  has.

He  served  aa  Superintendent  of  Matty 
Heraee  hospital  for  four  years  and  was 
medical  examiner  for  the  Civil  Aero¬ 
nautic  Administration  for  22  years.  A 
member  of  the  Lauderdale  County  and 
East  Mississippi  Medical  Societies,  he 
was  recently  presented  a  certificate  and 
pin  by  the  East  Mississippi  Medical  So¬ 
ciety  in  honor  of  his  more  than  50  years 
of  service  in  the  medical  profession.

When  any  state  usurps  or  attempts  to 
usurp  the  rights  of  God  in  man,  the 
supreme  rights  of  God  in  man,  just  then 
it  becomes  71  blessing  for  that  state  to 
fall.  The  function  of  the  state  is  the 
service  of  the  people,  the  service  of 
the  best  interests  of  the  people.  Mary 
Cain  of  Summit  is  right  about  that! 
Any  government  that  is  not  “of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  by  the  people,  for  the  people,”  is 
an  abomination  of  desolation  standing 
where  it  ought  not.  Under  Ood  the  state 
has  Its  proper  and  important  functions. 
Shall  we  list  a  few? 

1.  To  procure  and  maintain  law  and 
order.  This  the  state  should  do,  and  this 
li  will  do  so  long  as  it  legislates  and 
executes  In  accord  with  the  will  of  God 
as  revealed  In  His  Holy  Word. 

2.  To  handle  all  welfare  problems 
that  are  of  concern  to  all  the  people. 
Controversy  over  the  exact  extent  to 
which  this  matter  abould  go  will  be*  like¬ 
ly,  but  in  each  case  the  correct  solution 
can  be  found. 

3.  To  grant  the  largest  measure  of 
local  self-government.  I  have  no  doubt 
of  the  correctness  of  the  fore-going  state¬ 
ment,  but  I'U  say  no  more  on  that  topic 
lest  someone  should  try  to  guess  who  I 
am  not  for  for  president. 

4.  To  guarantee  the  se-called  toaHew- 
abte  rights  M  “Life,  Mbertjr,  and  the 
pursuit  sf.  happiness.”  Life  aceerdiag 
to  the  erderly  methods  sf  Christian 
civilised  society,  liberty,  regulated  by  en¬ 
lightened  Christina  law.  the  pnrunit  af 
happiness  limited  by  the  pursuit  sf  hap¬ 
piness  by  every  ether  man.  My  righto 
all  limited  by  yenr  rights,  and  year 
rhahta  all  limited  he  mg  rights.

WE  TOURED  LEBANON, 
ANTIOCH  AND  DAMASCUS 

By  Dr.  W.  E.  Crtm 

Today  we  carry  you  with  us  on  a  brief 
trip  to  Beirut,  Lebanon,  and  the  sur¬ 
rounding  countries.  We  landed  at  Beirut 
on  Monday  and  were  met  by  our  mis¬ 
sionaries,  Miss  Mable  Summers  and 
Miss  Ruth  Swann.  Miss  Swann  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Blue  Mountain  College. 

Beirut  is  modern,  with  approximately 
S50.000  people,  located  north  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon  on  the  Mediterranean.  We  were  lo¬ 
cated  in  hotels  overlooking  the  great 
sea  that  was  traveled  so  extensively  by 
the  Apostle  Paul. 

The  mission  work  has  been  going  on 
for  50  years.  Because  the  people  are 
Arabian  and  Mohammedan  the  little 
church  has  had  to  undergo  unusual  hard¬ 
ships.  The  membership  has  reached  only 
54  I  never  saw  harder  workers  than 
(  Miss  Swann  and  Miss  Summers. 

We  met  the  John  T.  McRaes,  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  and  Louisville  Seminary. 
Brother  McRae  was  rearnl  in  Meridian 
and  Enterpr^e.  The  McRaes  were  ac¬ 
quainted  with  King  Abdullah,  who  was 
assassinated  a  few  days  ago.  The  king 
had  visited  and  looked  in  on  the  hospital 
work  at  Ajlun,  where  the  McRaes  and 
Miss  Swann  are  to  be  located. 

We  had  the  privilege  of  contacting 
some  prospective  students  for  Clarke 
College.  One  young  man  from  Yugo¬ 
slavia  may  be  able  to  come  to  America 
and  to  our  campus.  Scholarships  were 
offered  two  Lebanese. 

We  traveled  from  Beirut  to  Baal-Beck, 
one  of  the  ancient  cities  of  the  Bible, 
where  the  people  were  dedicated  to  the 
worship  of  Baal.  Baal-Bech  is  immedi¬ 
ately  across  the  mountains  of  Lebanon 
where  six  of  the  ancient  cedars  are  still 
standing.  This  country  was  where  Solo¬ 
mon  did  work  in  preparation  of  the  tim¬ 
bers  for  the  temple  of  Jerusalem.  We 
saw  here  huge  massive  columns  of  the 
later  Roman  civilization. 

Our  trip  to  Aleppo  was  without  inci¬ 
dent.  Aleppo  is  a  city  of  400,000  people 
and  quite  famous  because  of  the  citadel 
that  was  for  hundreds  of  years  a  pro¬ 
tection  from  invading  hordes.  The 
guides  claimed  for  the  city  a  traditional 
spot  where  Abraham  was  supposed  to 
have  stopped  and  milked  his  cows  as  he 
journeyed  toward  the  land  that  was  to 
become  his  inheritance  forever.  People 
visit  Aleppo  in  order  to  see  the  ruins  of 
the  old  cathedral  and  monastery  built  in 
memory  of  Simon  Zelotes. 

The  trip  from  Aleppo  to  Antioch  was 
one  of  our  hardest.  We  spent  six  hours 
crossing  the  border  into  Turkey  and 
then  returning  to  Syria.  Antioch  is  still 
a  very  important  city.  Of  particular  in¬ 
terest  to  us  at  Antioch  was  the  place 
where  Paul  was  supposed  to  have 
preached.  We  expected  to  find  a  church 
or  a  cathedral,  but  instead  we  were  di¬ 
rected  to  a  cave  in  the  mountain* 

We  had  trouble  with  a  group  of  men 
interested  in  tips  when  we  returned  to 
Aleppo.  They  were  professionals  who 
would  hang  around  the  hotel  and  if  al¬ 
lowed  to  even  touch  the  baggage  would 
claim  tips.  They  were  supported  by  the 
local  .police. 

Leaving  Aleppo  on  Saturday  morning 
of  the  second  week  we  journeyed  in  the 
direction  of  Damascus,  the  oldest  city 
of  the  world.  To  our  surprise  we  found  i 
sections  of  Damascus  as  modern  as  any-  \ 
thing  we  have  in  America.  We  visited  i 
the  American  Coosul,  who  was  the  son  <
